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DETAILED ACTION 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

20. The RF coil assembly of claim 18 wherein said width is about 7.9 cm, and said number of 
conductors is 16. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1-13 and 15-21 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

a. With respect to claim 1, the claim has been found allowable over the prior art of 
record because the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a whole-body RF coil 
assembly for a very high field MRI system comprising a plurality of conductors of a 
selected conductor length, width and a selected spacing between the conductors to 
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minimize the conductor inductance in combination with the remaining limitations of the 
claim. 

b. With respect to claim 1 1, the claim has been found allowable over the prior art of 
record because the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a high field MRI 
system comprising a plurality of conductors of a selected conductor length and width to 
minimize the conductor inductance in combination with the remaining limitations of the 
claim. 

c. With respect to claim 1 8, the claim has been found allowable over the prior art of 
record because the prior art of record fails to teach or fairly suggest a RF coil assembly 
for a high field MRI system comprising a plurality of conductors of a selected conductor 
length, width and a selected spacing between the conductors to minimize the conductor 
inductance in combination with the remaining limitations of the claim. 

d. With respect to claims 2-10, 12, 13, 15-17 and 19-21 are allowed due to their 
dependency on claims 1, 11 and 18 above.
